Present: Senators Hendrickson and Eastland. 

Also present : Robert Morris, subcommittee counsel ; Benjamin Man 
del, director of research: and Robert C. MeManus, staff member. 

Senator Easttanp. The committee will be in order. 

Do you solemnly swear that the testimony that you are about to give 
the Internal Security Subcommittee of the Judiciary Committee is 
the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God ? 


Mr. LATO. I do. 


TESTIMONY OF CHARLES SIDNEY FLATO, WELLFLEET, MASS., AC- 
COMPANIED BY HIS ATTORNEY, DAVID REIN, WASHINGTON, 
D. C. 


Senator Easttanp. Proceed, Mr. Morris. 

Mr. Morris. Mr, Flato, will you give your name and address to the 
reporter ¢ 

Mr. Fiaro. Charles Flato, F-l-a-t-o, Wellfleet, Mass. 

Mr. Morris. What is your occupation, Mr. F lato? 

Mr. Fiaro. I am not employed at the present. 

Mr. Morris. Mr. Flato, what academic degrees do you have? 

Mr. Fiaro. None. 

Senator Easrianp. May we first let his lawyer put in his appear 
ance ¢ 

Mr. Retry. David Rein, R-e-i-n, 711 14th Street, Washington, D. C, 

Mr. Morris. You have no degrees, Mr. F lato? 

Mr. Fuiaro. No. 

Mr. Morris. What was your first Government employment ? 

Mr. Fiaro. On the Works Progress Administration. 

Mr. Morris. In what year and in what city ? 

Mr. Fiaro. I believe it was in 1934, in the city of Boston. 

Mr. Morris. In 1934, in the city of Boston? 

Mr. Friaro. Yes. 

Mr. Morris. How did you get that job with the Works Progress 
Administration at that time? 
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Mr. Fiaro. They had set up the project in the public library system 
for the recataloging of certain books, and I got the job from the 
comptroller of the library. 

Mr. Morris. Who was he? 

Mr. Fiaro. T. D. Money, M-o-n-e-y. 

Mr. Morris. Now, at that time, were you a member of the Com- 
munist Party, Mr. Flato? 

Mr. Fuatro. I decline to answer that question on the grounds of pos- 
sible self-inerimination. 

Mr. Morris. How long did you work with the WPA in Boston ? 

Mr. Fiaro, At that, I think it was about 2 years. 

Mr. Morris. Now, while you were in Boston, were you connected 
with a Communist bookstore in Boston ? 

Mr. Fiaro. I decline to answer, on the same grounds. 

Senator EastLtanp. Do you know the name of the bookstore ? 

Mr. Morris. Were you employed by any bookstore at that time / 

Mr. F.iaro. No. 

Mr. Morris. Did you work in a bookstore? 

Mr. Fiavro. Not during that period. In 1929 I owned my own. 

Mr. Morris. Where was that? 

Mr. Fuaro. On Cape Cod. 

Mr. Morris. On Cape Cod ? 

Mr. Fuiatro. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Morris. Now, Mr. Flato, you say you worked for the WPA in 
Boston from 1934 to 1936. Is that right / 

Mr. Fiaro. Approximately, to the best of my judgment. 

Mr. Morrts. Then did you work with the national research proj- 
ect ¢ 

Mr. Fiato. It was a WPA-financed project in the Labor Depart- 
ment, 

Mr. Morris. That was the national research project. 

Mr. Fiaro. Was it? Iam not aware of that. 

Mr. Morris. But you were on the rolls of the Labor Department ? 

Mr. Fiaro. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Morris. Will you tell us how you transferred your status 
from the WPA in Boston to the Labor Department? What were 
the circumstances surrounding that transfer ? 

Mr. Fiaro. Well, the work at the library in Boston concluded, and 
I was looking for some other work and I had heard that Thompson 
& Lichtner Engineering Co. were going to do this and were dite 
for some writers, and I went to Colonel Thompson and he employed 
me, 

Mr. Morris. What was your starting salary ? 

Mr. Fiato. I think, to the best of my recollection, $3,600 a year. 

Mr. Morris. Did you have the title of senior research editor? 

Mr. Fiaro, I think so. I don’t remember. I was a writer there. 

Mr. Morris. Your official Civil Service Commission record shows 
that on February 23, 1937, you accepted appointment as a senior 
research editor, $3,600 per annum, national research project, Wash- 
ington, D. C, 

Mr. Friaro. Well, I worked in Boston for a long time. I was car- 
ried on the Washington payroll, because the Thompson Co. was 
located in Boston. They were contractors to the Government. 
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Mr. Morris. During that period, were you a member of the Com- 
munist Party, Mr. Flato? 

Mr. Fraro. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Morris. Now, Mr. Flato, we have information here that you 
accepted an appointment as an investigator with the Department of 
Agriculture on December 16, 1938. Was that your next Government 
employment or was there one missing, in between there / 

Mr. Fiavro, I believe there is one missing. 

Mr. Morris. What is that ? 

Mr. Fuaro, I might explain. At that time it was the custom in 
the Senate—— 

Mr. Morris. United States Senate? 

Mr. Fiaro. Yes. Senators requested executive departments for 
personnel, and, as a matter of courtesy, the executive departments 
put people who were actually working on Senate committees, on their 
payroll, and assigned them to the Senate. I was on the Department 
of Agriculture payroll, and several others, which I can’t recollect. 

Mr. Morris. At that time you were working in the United States 
Senate ? 

Mr. Fiavo, That is right. 

Mr. Morris. For what committee / 

Mr. Fiaro, The subcommitee of the Committee on Education and 
Labor, the so-called LaFollette committee. 

Mr. Morris. Did Mr. Charles Kramer work on that committee ? 

Mr. Fiatro, Yes, he was. 

Mr. Morris. Was Henry Collins working on that committee ? 

Mr. Fiaro. I don’t believe so. 

Mr. Morris. Now, when you were with the national research project, 
did you know David Weintraub? 

Mr. Faro. No. 

Mr. Morris. He was the head of the national research project. 

Mr. Fiaro, Yes, I understand that. 

Mr. Morris. Did you know Irving Kaplan? 

Mr. Frato, No. 

Mr. Morris. Did you know Mr. Magdoff ? 

Mr. Fiaro. What is his full name ? 

Mr. Morris. Harry Magdoff. 

Mr. Fiaro. Not at that period. I subsequently met him. 

Mr. Morris. Where did you subsequently meet him? 

Mr. Fiatro. In Mr. Knudsen’s office. 

Mr. Morris. What were you doing in Mr. Knudsen’s office ? 

Mr. Fuiato, This is some time—— 

Mr. Morris. I understand. 

Mr. Fiato. At that time I was working for the President’s St. Law- 
rence Advisory Commission, and there was a hearing either in the 
Senate or the House, I don’t remember which, at which the various 
heads of the executive departments were asked to testify, and Mr. 
Knudsen was asked to testify when he was at the War Production 
Board. And I went to see him at the request of my superiors, and he 
had brought in Mr. Magdoff. 

Mr. Morris. What was Magdoff doing there ? 

Mr. Faro. I don’t know, except that he was asked to prepare some 
economic data on the St. Lawrence for Mr. Knudsen’s use. 

Mr. Morris. Did you know Mr. Fitzgerald? 
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Mr. Friaro. I don’t believe I did. 

Mr. Morris. Did you know Len de Caux ? 

Mr. Fiaro. I knew of him. I hardly knew him. He was, I believe, 
n CIO at that time. 

Mr. Morris. Was he coordinator of information 4 

Mr. Fuaro., Congress of Industrial Relations. 

Mr. Morris. Did you know Veet Bassie, B-a-s s-1-e ? 

Mr. Fuaro. I don't believe so. 

Mr. Morris. Norman Bursler ? 

Mr. Fiavo. I don’t think so. 

Mr. Morris. Jacob Grauman ¢ 

Mr. Faro, | don’t believe so. 

Mr. Morris. All right. Now, I want to be sure that we have this 
record straight. You left the national research project where you 
were senior research editor at a salary of $3,600. What was your 
next Government assignment ¢ 

Mr. Fiaro. I then went to work for the Senate committee. 

Mr. Morris. That was the LaFollette committee, to which we have 
made reference ? 

Mr. Faro. Yes. 

Mr. Morris. Mr. Mandel, do we have a job description in Mr. Flato’s 
records, in connection with his work with the Senate committee ? 

Mr. Manpev. For the Farm Security Administration there is filled 
out on March 27, 1940, a job description of the work of Mr. Charles 
Flato with the Senate subcommittee of the Committee on Labor and 
Education, and I read from that job description: 

Under general supervision with wide latitude for unreviewed action or 
decision, to serve as information and public relations adviser to the United 
States Senate Subcommittee of Labor and Education, particularly on all phases 
of the pending investigation in California. Individually, or with trained assist- 
ants, to prepare press releases, magazine and newspaper articles on committee 
ictivities, and arrange for their distribution and use; to meet newspaper and 
magazine editors, editorial writers, civic and service organizations, et cetera, 
for the purpose of explaining the aims and objectives of the committee and to 
see that unbiased and accurate information is dispensed concerning its activities ; 
to advise committee in public relations. In addition, to prepare the manual of 
procedure by which committee meetings, public hearings, and other activities will 
be governed, and to be in general charge of the two offices to be established in 
California 

Mr. Morris. How long did you stay with that committee, Mr. Flato ? 

Mr. FLatvo. Approximately 4 years. 

Mr. Morris. What was your salary ? 

Mr. Fiaro. Well, my beginning salary, I think, was about $3,600 a 
year, somewheres in that neighborhood, and I think it was something 
like $4,800 at the end. 

Mr. Morrts. Was Robert Wohlforth your senior at that time? 

Mr. Fiaro. Not during the whole period. 

Mr. Morris. Who was? 

Mr. Fiaro. There was Henry Fowler as the counsel. They initially 
had the secretary in charge of the committee, and then the counsel 
was put in charge of the committee. 

Mr. Morris. What position did Mr. Wohlforth hold ? 

Mr. Fiaro. Wohlforth had been secretary and he resigned from the 
committee and Mr. Fowler came in, and they changed the rule so 
that counsel was chief officer of the committee. 
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Mr. Morris. You worked on that committee from 1936 to 1940? 

Mr. Fuaro. Somewhere in that period. 

Mr. Morris. How is it that the Civil Service Commission showed 
that in March 1939 you were a field examiner with the National Labor 
Relations Board ? 

Mr. Fiavo, That, sir, was simply a matter of being put on an execu- 
tive department payroll but I continued to work for the Senate com- 
mittee during the period, 

Mr. Morris. Did you know Nathan Witt? 

Mr. Fuatro. No. 

Mr. Morris. Even though you were field examiner of the National 
Labor Relations Board / 

Mr. Fiavo. May I interrupt? I didn’t know any of these people, 
and I never appeared in their offices other than to sign the necessary 
papers. That was the well-known practice in those days. I don't 
know whether it still exists or not. This was a very formal relation- 
ship. I may assure you. 

Mr. Morris. So that you mean that all of these assignments, the 
Department of Agriculture, National Labor Relations Board and 
Farm Security Administration, during this period, were just tech- 
nicatlities ¢ 

Mr. Frato. That is right. 

Mr. Morris And all of that time you were working on the La Fol- 
lette Committee ? 

Mr. Fiaro. That is right. The Senator wrote a note asking them 
to put me on the pay roll. 

Mr. Morris. During this period of time, were you a member of the 
Communist Party ¢ 

Mr. Fiato. I must decline to answer on the same erounds. 

Mr. Morris. I notice that on January 13, 1941, you accepted a tem- 
porary appointment as associate editor with the Federal] Security 
Agency and the Social Security Board. 

Mr. Fuaro. What date was that 4 

Mr. Morris. January 15, 1941. 

Mr. Fuato. Well, that was more of the same, except I was working 
in the House of Representatives at the time, for the House Committee 
on Interstate Migration under the chairmanship of John Tolan of 
the committee. 

Mr. Morris. That was popularly known as the Tolan Committee? 

Mr. Fiato. That is right, yes. 

Mr. Morris. Did you know Herbert Schimmel on the Tolan Com- 
mittee / 

Mr. Fuaro. Yes; he was employed there. 

Mr. Morris. Robert K. Lamb? 

Mr. Fuato. He was staff director. 

Mr. Morris. Palmer K. Weber? 

Mr. Fuato. Yes. 

Mr. Morris. Henry Collins? 

Mr. Fuato. I don’t think he was there concurrently with me. 

Mr. Morris. Lyle Cooper? 

Mr. Fuato. Yes. ' 

Mr. Morris. Was a man named Coleman Rosenberger there ? 

Mr. Fuatro. I don’t recollect his being there. There was a large 
staff. 
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Mr. Morris. But still, during the period that you worked for the 
House Committee, you were being carried, in this case, on the rolls 
of the Federal Security Agency ¢ 

Mr. Fiato. Yes. 

Mr. Morris. How long did you work with that House Committee? 

Mr. Fiato. Undera year. I would say 8 months or so. 

Mr. Morris. Now, what was your next assignment; that is, your 
next actual assignment ? 

Mr. Fuato. After I left that committee ? 

Mr. Morris. Yes. 

Mr. Friatro. Then I went to the President’s St. Lawrence Com- 
mission. 

Mr. Morris. What were the circumstances of your going to the 
President’s St. Lawrence Commission ¢ 

Mr. Fiaro. One of the men I had worked with on the Senate Civil 
Liberties Committee asked me to join the staff there. I might explain 
that I first was employed at the Department of Commerce, and sub- 
sequently was shifted over to the Commission itself, which operated 
under the Federal Power Commission. 

Mr. Morris. You were working with the House Committee on Mi- 
gration. And your next assignment was with the Department of 
Commerce ¢ , 

Mr. Fiato. Yes, but on the St. Lawrence Commission work. 

Mr. Morris. Then you were doing the St. Lawrence Commission 
work in Commerce, and you went from there to the President’s Com- 
mission on the St. Lawrence ¢ 

Mr. Fiato. Yes. 

Mr. Morris. How did you make that shift? What were the cir- 
cumstances ¢ 

Mr. Faro. I was invited to join the staff. 

Mr. Morris. By whom? 

Mr. Fiatro. By the man in the Department of Commerce who had 
worked with me, by the name of Danielian. 

Mr. Morris. Would you spell that for the record please ? 

Mr. Fiato. F-i-k D-a-n-i-e-]-i-a-n. 

Mr. Morris. Now, were you a member of the Communist Party at 
that time. 

Mr. Fiaro. I decline to answer that question, on the same grounds. 

Mr. Morris. What were the circumstances of your being transferred 
to the President’s Commission ¢ 

Mr. Fiaro. That was a matter that I didn’t decide. It was decided 
by the people that were running the Commission. They felt that my 
work was closer akin to the Commission than it was to the Department 
of Commerce, which was doing the research. 

Mr. Morris. Did you have the title of assistant chief information an- 
alyst, for the President’s St. Lawrence Commission ? 

Mr. Fiato. I believe that was it, 

Mr. Morris. Will you tell the committee what your duties were in 
connection with that? 

Mr. Fiavro. Primarily the preparation of press abstracts of the 
rather weighty economic reports, the-fulfilling of congressional re- 
quests for information on the factual memoranda on the project, and 
so on. 
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Mr. Morris. What congressional committees would be asking for 
factual information ¢ 

Mr. Fuaro. There were hearings being held in both Senate and 
House and I think it was the committee—not Interstate Commerce. 
You have got me. I don’t remember the relevant committee of the 
House. It was Interstate Commerce in the Senate. 

Senator Easrtanp. You have never been guilty of espionage, have 
you ¢ 

Mr. Fiaro. No, sir. 

Morris. Mr. Flato, did you attend a meeting in the home of 
Richard Post in Alexandria, Va., at which meeting was present Mr. 
Henry Collins? 

Mr. Fiato. I don’t believe so, sir. 

Mr. Morris. You do not believe so. Did you ever meet in a Com- 
munist meeting with Henry Collins? 

Mr. Fiaro. I decline to answer that. 

Mr. Morris. You know Henry Collins, do you not ¢ 

Mr. Fiaro. I do. 

Mr. Morris. But you will not tell us whether or not you ever met 
in a Communist meeting with him ¢ 

Mr. Fiato. That is right. 

Mr. Morris. Do you know Richard Howard Post 4 

Mr. Fuatro. I don’t believe Ido. I don’t recall him. 

Senator EastLanp. Now, I want you to state whether or not in the 
different jobs you had with the United States Departments you ever 
passed any information to the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Fiato. No, sir. 

Senator Easttanp. As to what happened in those departments 
or committees ¢ 

Mr. Fiaro. No, sit 

Senator EastLanp. Did you ever pass any information to the Soviet 
Secret Service? 

Mr. Fuiaro. No, sir. 

Senator Easrianp. Did you ever know a Soviet secret-service opera- 
tive in Washington or New York? 

Mr. Fiato. Not to my knowledge. I mean not so identified. 

Mr. Morris. How long did you remain with the President’s Com- 
mission on the St. Lawrence? 

Mr. Fiaro. Just until a few days after Pearl Harbor. 

Mr. Morris. What did you do after that ? 

Mr. Fiatro. I went looking for a job. I had been looking for a job 
previous to that because we were told informally that if we had trouble 
with Japan, of course, we wouldn't go ahead with the building of the 
project. So I started looking for a job. 

Mr. Morris. When did you get the job? 

Mr. Fiavo. I don’t recollect whether my employment was continu- 
ous or not, but it was shortly after I left the Commission. 

Mr. Morris. The record shows that you got a separation transfer 
on the 2lst day of December 1941. Is that the date of your termi- 
nation ? 

Mr. Fiaro. That would be, because it was shortly after Pearl 
Harbor. 
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Mr. Morris. And the next day you were appointed as the senior 
business specialist and senior information analyst, CAF-12, in the 
Office for Emergency Management. 

Mr. Faro. I don’t recollect the dates, but that is correct. 

Mr. Morris. You did not have to do much looking for the job? 

Mr. Fiaro. I had about 6 weeks to look, because we knew what the 
ituation was. 

Mr. Morris. What was the Office of Emergency Management ? 

Mr. Fuaro. Well, I think that was sort of—I don’t recollect it 
exactly. 

Mr. Morris. Was that in the Oflice of the Coordinator of Inter- 
American Affairs ? 

Mr. Fiavro. That is what I worked for, but I don’t know what the 
Kmergency Management part was. 

Mr. Morris. It says “Office of the Coordinator of Inter-American 
Affairs, Washington, D. C., CAF-12, $4,600 per annum.” How did 
you get the job? 

Mr. Fiaro. As I stated previously, I knew that the St. Lawrence 
work would be over, so I started looking. 

Mr. Morris. How did you get it? 

Mr. Fiaro. I talked to Mr. Joseph Rovensky. 

Mr. Morris. Would you spell it, please ? 

Mr. Fiavro. R-o-v-e-n-s-k-y, who was the deputy to Mr. Rockefeller. 
It was over at the old State Building. 

Senator Henprickson. Nelson Rockefeller ? 

Mr. Fuiato. Yes; that is right. 

Mr. Morris. Now, were you a Communist at that time, Mr. Flato? 

Mr. Fxiaro. I decline to answer that question on the same grounds. 

Mr. Morris. Mr. Mandel, do we have job descriptions of Mr. Flato 
for the jobs covered so far? 

Mr. Manpoet. Mr. Charles Sidney Flato, application dated Septem- 
ber 14, 1942, and there appears the following job description for his 
work in the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs, with Robert T. 
Miller as Director of the Division of Reports: 

Assistant, salary $4,600. Supervise its staff of analysts and others in the 
preparation of bulletins, memoranda, ete. All of highly confidential character, 
relating to political and social trends in the other American Republics. Working 
under the immediate direction of the Director of the Division. Was responsible 
for the preparation of material serving as a guide to policymaking officials 
of the Coordinator’s office. Maintained contact with appropriate Government 
agencies in the fields covered. 

Mr. Morris. Now, Mr. Flato, your superior at that time was Robert 
Miller, was it not? 

Mr. Fuiaro. Yes. 

Mr. Morris. He was the Director of that whole project, was he? 

Mr. Fiaro. Of the Division; yes, sir. 

Mr. Morris. Did he help you in any way to get your job? 

Mr. Fiaro. No; he didn’t help me. He interviewed me, sure. 

Mr. Morris. He interviewed you prior to your getting the job? 

Mr. Fiato. Sure, because he was my boss. 

Mr. Morris. Did you have knowledge that Robert T. Miller was a 
Communist ? 


Mr. Fuiaro. No. 
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Mr. Morris. Have you read or heard about the testimony of Eliz- 
abeth Bentley, that Robert T. Miller was a member of her espionage 
ring? 

Mr. Faro. I have read it in the newspapers. 

Mr. Morris. Does it surprise you that the man who interviewed you 
in connection with your getting the job and who was your superior 
was identified in sworn testimony as a Communist ? 

Mr. Fiaro. Yes; it did surprise me. 

Mr. Morris. You had no knowledge that he was a Communist ? 

Mr. Friavo. No. 

Senator EastLanp, Who recommended you for the employment, Mr. 
lato? 

Mr. Fuaro. Where? 

Senator Easrtanp. To Mr. Miller. 

Mr. Fuaro. Well, as I said, I first talked to Mr. Rovensky, who was 
the Deputy Director, and he said, “Well, I think you would fit into the 
work that Miller is doing.” So I went to see him. 

Mr. Morris. Were you a Communist at that time ? 

Mr. Fiaro. I decline to answer. 

Mr. Morris. And it is your testimony that you had no knowledge 
that Robert T. Miller was a Communist ¢ 

Mr. Fiaro, That is my testimony. 

Mr. Morris. Mr. Mandel, we do have quite a bit of evidence in there 
that Mr. Miller did rate, and did make recommendations about Mr. 
lato, do we not ? 

Mr. Manpet. We have. 

Mr. Morris. Would you put those into the record ¢ 

Mr. Manpex. Here is a blank from the Office for Emergency Man- 
agement, dated October 19, 1942, and signed by Robert T. Miller for 
Charles S. Flato. 

This is a request for personnel action. 

We have here also a rating sheet, » oft! iency rating for Charles S. 
Z lato for the period from December 22, 1941, to March 31, 1942, signed 
by Robert T. Miller, and the rating is iy ery good.” 

Further, we have a memorandum of Robert T. Miller, dated April 16, 
1942, which appears in the file of Charles S. Flato, indicating the 
handling of secret information : 

This memorandum is to confirm and formalize the handling of documents in 
the secret category received from other agencies by this Division. Such regula 
tions as these incur definite inconvenience in our work, but, as all understand, 
they are absolutely necessary in the present situation, for a number of reasons. 

Mr. Morris. What is the date of that document ? 

Mr. Manpext. April 16, 1942. 

(The documents referred to were marked “Exhibits 186, 187, and 
188” and were filed in the committee files. ) 

Mr. Morris. Did you in fact handle secret documents at that time? 

Mr. Fiaro, I did. 

Mr. Morris. And you were qualified to handle secret material ? 

Mr. Fuato, Yes. 

Mr. Morris. You were cleared for that purpose ? 

Mr. Fuiaro. Yes. 

Mr. Morrts. Were you a member of the Communist Party while 
handling secret documents ¢ 

Mr. FLaro. I decline. 
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Mr. Morris. How long did you work for Mr. Miller in the Office 
of the Coordinator of Inter-American A ffairs ? 

Mr. Fuiaro. Under a year. 

Mr. Morris. What did you do after that? 

Mr. Fiaro. Went to work for the Board of Economic Warfare. 

Mr. Morris. In connection with your handling of classified secret 
material, did you reveal the contents of any of the secret material to 
any person you knew to be a member of the Communist Party ? 

Senator Easritanp. Or whom you had reason to believe was a 
member. 

(Witness confers with counsel.) 

Mr. Faro. No; I revealed it to no one other than authorized per- 
sons in the agency or other agencies of the Government. 

Senator Easttanp. Did you know or have reason to believe that 
any of those people were Communists? 

Mr. Fiaro. You mean authorized persons? 

Senator Easruanp. Yes, 

Mr. Fiaro. No; I did not. I presumed, since they were cleared to 
handle this, they were not. 

Mr. Morris. Did you know a woman named Helen Tenney ? 

Mr. Fiato. No; I don’t believe so. 

Mr. Morris. Do you know who Helen Tenney is? 

Mr. Frato. I don’t recollect; no. 

Mr. Morris. Then you say that your next job was with the Board 
of Economic Warfare ? 

Mr. Fuarto. Yes. 

Mr. Morris. What was your salary there, Mr. Flato? 

Mr. Fuaro. I think it was about $5,200. 

Mr. Morris. Will you tell us the circumstances of your getting that 
employment ? 

Mr. Fiavro. Yes. I received that job through an acquaintance I 
made in the Senate. 

Mr. Morris. Who was that? 

Mr. Fuaro. Mr. Lowenthal, Max Lowenthal. 

Mr. Morris. When did you first meet Max Lowenthal ? 

Mr. Fuiaro. I met him while working for the Senate Civil Liberties 
Committee. Senator La Follette introduced me to him. 

Mr. Morris. Did he work on the staff? 

Mr. Fuiatro. No: he was on another committee. 

Mr. Morris. You say Mr. Lowenthal helped you to get this job with 
the Board of Economie Warfare? 

Mr. Fiaro. He was my superior 

Mr. Morris. I see. What was his job at the time? 

Mr. Fiatro. Well, it was called—I can’t give you the exact title. 

Mr. Morris. Were you with the Asiatic Section in the Blockade 
and Supply Branch, in the Reoccupation Division ? 

Mr. Fiaro. Yes; it was the Reoccupation Division. 

Mr. Morris. Mr. Mandel, do we have a job description of Mr. 
Flato’s duties? 

Mr. Manpet. Yes. 


Under general supervision of the Chief of the Asiatic Section, P-7, with wide 
latitude for independent judgment and decision. Performs highly difficult, 
important and oftentimes secret and confidential work involved in conducting 
studies and analyses of availability of data relating to potential and current 
agricultural resoures in strategic Asiatic areas. Analyzes and evaluates antici- 


. 
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pated military and civilian needs, which will arise in the event of occupation of 
designated areas for the purpose of preparing comprehensive reports containing 
specific recommendations for effective utilization of the productive resources of 
such areas. On own discretion, makes studies of the agriculture and mineral 
resources, manufacturing facilities and manpower situation, ete., as well as the 
local civilian requirements for food, fuel, clothing, etc., in order to prepare esti- 
mates or recommendations in regard to the material that should be imported 
for civilian relief and for Army requirements, upon immediate occupation of 
areas under consideration— 

[ propose that the rest of the document go into the record. 

(The rest of the document referred to follows:) 
conducts researches and investigations to determine which commodities can be 
expeditiously produced in the areas of occupation, considering raw material 
availability, labor problems that may arise, and transportation and distribution 
facilities; studies banking and currency operations of such areas in order to 
develop a monetary and currency arrangement which will obviate internal eco- 
nomic sabotage and which will provide buying power and incentive for the 
civilian populations; on own initiative, makes detailed analyses and prepares 
comprehensive reports on the administrative structure of the areas in order 
to effectively guide the administrative and economic tactics of the Armed Forces ; 
supervises the work of lower grade employees as may be assigned; performs 
related duties as required. 

The incumbent of this position will serve as one of the few principal assistants 
to the Chief, exercising responsibility for the functions of a major subdivision 
of the total program, and/or geographical area assigned to the section. 

This position is to be utilized since the scope of the activities are somewhat 
broader than the previously approved position of principal economic analyst, P-6, 
Bureau No. 7669. For example, the principal analyst will be called upon to 
conduct researches and investigations on the administrative structure of ar 
area in order to integrate the administrative and economic tactics of the Armed 
Forces when the administrative and economic considerations are closely inter- 
related. 

Senator Easrtanp. Now, you have heard the description of your 
job. State whether or not you performed those duties. 

Mr. Fuaro. Substantially, yes. 

Senator Easrianp. You substantially performed those duties? 
Mr. Fuaro. Like any civil-service position. 

Senator Easrianp. At that time, will you state whether you were 
were not a member of the Communist Party ¢ 

Mr. Frato. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 

‘ . ; , 

Senator Eastnanp. What is the ground / 

Mr. Fiaro. That it would tend to incriminate me and I invoke the 
protection of the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Morris. How long did you work for the Board of Economic 
Warfare? 

Mr. Faro. A little over a year and a half. 

Mr. Morris. Did Lauchlin Currie work in the Board of Economic 
Warfare at that time? 

Mr. Fiarto. I believe Mr. Currie was at the White House. 

Senator EastLanp. Did you know Mr. Currie? 

Mr. Friaro. I met him at meetings, only within the agency, be- 
cause he occasionally came to the agency. 

Mr. Morris. He had a general interest in the work which you just 

‘ described ? 

Mr. Fuaro. I think that was one of the areas of his interest for 
the President, yes. I didn’t confer with him personally. There would 
be meetings of thirty people. I didn’t know him other than in that 
connection. 

Mr. Morris. What was your next assignment, Mr. Flato? 


or 
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Mr. Fiaro. The Surplus Property Board. 

Mr. Morris..What did you do with the Surplus Property Board? 

Mr. Fuaro. I was assistant to the so-called Board Assistant. 

Senator Eastianp. How did you get that job? 

Mr. Fuaro. I received that job through the former attorney gen- 
eral of the State of California, who recommended me for it. 

Senator Eastnanp. What was his name? 

Mr. Fiatro. Robert Kenney. 

Senator Easttanp. Where did you know him? 

Mr. Fraro. I knew Mr. Kenney from my period in California, 
with the La Follette committee. 

Mr. Morris. How long did you work with the War Surplus Board? 

Mr. Fiaro. Until shortly after the President died, whatever year 
that was. 

Mr. Morris. 1945? 

Mr. Fuiaro. Yes. 

Mr. Morris. What were your duties with the War Surplus Board ? 

Mr. Friaro. Primarily li: aison work with other agencies. 

Mr. Morris. You were “principal laison officer, $4,600 per an- 
num”? 

Mr. Fiaro. Yes, I believe that was my salary. 

Mr. Morris. With what agencies were you liaison ? 

Mr. Fiaro. The Surplus Property Board, of course, had relations 
with the successor agency, to the War Production Board, and RFC, 
because they financed many of our properties; the Smaller War 
Plants Corporation, and that whole network of Government-financed 
agencies, 

Mr. Morris. At that time or at any other time did you know Nathan 
Gregory Silvermaster ¢ 

Mr. Faro. I had known him, but not at that time. 

Mr. Morris. Not in connection with the War Surplus Board? 

Mr. Fxiaro. No. 

Senator EasrLanp. Where did you know him? 

Mr. Faro. Just in Washington. Where had I met him? 

Senator Eastitanp. Yes. 

Mr. Fiaro. Well, I don’t remember exactly where I met him, and 
I didn’t know him well, sir. 

Senator Easttanp. Had you been out socially with him? 

Mr. Fuaro. No. 

Mr. Morris. You never worked in the same office with him, did 
you ¢ 

Mr. Fxiaro. I don’t believe I ever did. 

Senator Easttanp. Tell me where you knew him ? 

Mr. Fiaro. I suppose I met him at lunch with some mutual friend— 
I don’t recall. 

Senator EastLtanp. What friend ? 

Mr. Fiaro. I don’t recall how I met him. 

Senator EasrtLanp. You met him at lunch one time ? 

Mr. Fiatro. Probably not more than 2 or 3. 

Senator Easttanp. Not more than 2 or 3. Where were you with 
him on those other 1 or 2 oceasions ¢ 
Mr. Fiaro. Oh, probably at Hogates. 

Senator Eastianp. Let us not speak about “probably.” 
Mr. Fuiaro, I don’t recall. 
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Senator Henprickson. Mr. Chairman, what vear was this? 

Mr. Fiaro. That the Senator is referring to? 

Senator Henpricxson. Yes. 

Mr. Fiaro. That would be 1940, 1941, 1942, 1943. 

Senator Henprickson. After Pearl Harbor ? 

Mr. Fuato. Yes. 

Senator EAstitanp. You had lunch with him 2 or 3 times? 

Mr. Fuaro. That is right. 

Senator Easrtanp. Why were you invited to lunch with him 2 or 
3 times? 

Mr. Fuaro. Just social, just for social, and matters of interest in 
Government matters . 

Senator Easttanp. Why were you invited with him just socially ? 
You were not in the same office with him. You had no business con- 
tacts with him, by virtue of your employment with the Government. 
What was that mutual interest ? 

Mr. Fuaro. Well, I suppose just as I stated, our interest in Gov- 
ernment matters, 

Senator Eastnanp. Did you invite him or did he invite you? 

Mr. Fuaro. I don’t recall whether I invited him, the first or second 
time. I don’t know. 

Senator Easrtanp. Who was present ? 

Mr. Fuaro. I don’t remember, sir. 

Senator Eastnanp. Well, you can remember him? 

Mr. Fuiaro. Yes; I do. 

Senator Eastnanp. Why can you not remember others that were 
present ¢ 

Mr. Faro, It is a long time ago. 

Senator Eastuanp. I know that, but you can remember him. Why 
can you not remember others ? 

Mr. Friaro. Because I wouldn’t want to say, because I wouldn’t be 
sure they were there. 

Senator Easrtanp. You were sure that he was there. Why is your 
memory plain as to Mr. Silvermaster but not as to the others? 

Mr. Fuaro. I don’t know. 

Mr. Morris. Did you know that he was the head of an espionage 
ring? 

Mr. Fuato. No, sir. 

Senator Eastitanp. Did you know Harry Dexter White? 

Mr. Fuato. I had met Mr. White. 

Senator Eastitanp. Where did you meet Mr. White? 

Mr. Fuato. In the Senate. 

Senator Eastianp. In the Senate? 

Mr. Fratro. Yes. 

Senator Easttanp. Where did you meet him in the Senate? 

Mr. Frato. I believe with Elbert Thomas. 

Senator Eastntanp. With Elbert Thomas? 

Mr. Fuaro. Yes. 

Senator Easrtanp. Under what conditions did you meet Mr. 
White ? 

Mr. Fuaro. I was in Senator Thomas’ office and he said “This is 
Dr. White from the Treasury.” 

Senator Easrianp. Is that the only time you saw him? 
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Mr. Faro. I saw him around sometimes, and said “How do you

ir. Fuaro. I don’t recollect his name. 

Mr. Morris. You do not know the man’s name for whom you ghosted 
a book recently ¢ ; 

Mr. Faro. It wasn’t so recently. He was just a hack job, and I 
got it over as quickly as I could. 

Mr. Morris. What was the book? 

Mr. Fuaro. It is the Book of Home Repair.

Senator Easttanp. By whom else were you employed ?

whoee compensation, or any pert thereof, ie paid from funds authorized or appropriated by any Act of Congress, 


to have membership in any political party or organisation which advocates the overthrow of our constitutional form 
of government in the United States. 


“(2) Any person violating the provisions of this section shal! be immediately removed from the position or office 
held by him, and thereafter no part of the funds ) appropriated by any Act of Congress for such position or office shall 
be used to pay the compensation of such person ;” 

It is provided in various appropriation acts thax no part of the funds so appropriated shall be used 
to pay the salary or wages of any person who advocates, or who is a member of an organization that 
advocates, the overthrow of the Government of the United States by force or violence, and that an affi- 
davit shall be considered prima facie evidence that the person making the affidavit does not advocate, 
and is not a member of an organization that advocates, the overthrow of the Government of the United 
States by force or violence. Such acts provide further that any person who advocates, or who is a 
member of an organization that advocates, the overthrow of the Government of the United States by 
force or violence and accepts employment, the salary or wages for which are paid from any such appro- 
priation, shall be guilty of a felony and, upon conviction, shall be fined not more than $1,000 or imprisoned 
for not more than 1 year, or both, and that the above penalty shall be in addition to, and not in substitu- 
tion for, any other provisions of existing law.

The following is in amplification of special qualifications held by the applicant: 
During the course of my Government employment, I have been concerned in 
several major fields. 


1. THE FIELD OF INTELLIGENCE AND INVESTIGATION 


In this connection the experience has been of two principal types. In my 
present position with the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs it has been 
my responsibility to supervise the correlation and analysis of a very considera- 
ble body of intelligence material dealing with enemy activity and general 
political trends in the American Republics. This work has involved acquiring 
au very broad knowledge of social, economic, and political matters and an 
understanding of enemy propaganda techniques and trends. The work done 
has served as a guide to executive policy within the Agency in the field of 
propaganda, 

My other investigatory experience was of a somewhat different character than 
the above. During my employment by the Senate Civil Liberties Committee, 
the field of investigation in which I was engaged required the acquisition of 
a rather detailed knowledge of the labor movement and of employer associa- 
tions. In this work, both on the analytical and primary investigatory levels, 
and working on specific assignments, I was responsible for the evaluation of 
subpenaed material, the interviewing of witnesses, the drafting of precies, and 
hearing briefs. In addition, I was responsible for the writing of sections of the 
committee’s reports to the Senate. During my career with the Senate com- 
mittee, I had, among other assignments, responsibility for the analysis and 
handling of the majority of material dealing with employer associations’ 
propaganda, 

2. THE FIELD OF LABOR RELATIONS 


In this field my principal experience, as indicated above, was gained during 
my employment by the Senate committee. Amplifying this experience some- 
what, I may add that the nature of the investigations upon which I was working 
required considerable research into and the acquisition of considerable knowledge 
about labor relations, both current and historical. For example, in my work 
on the Senate committee report on the National Association of Manufacturers, 
I was assigned the task of preparing certain sections of the report dealing 
with the history of employer associations in the United States. This research 
required rather extensive reading in the general field of labor relations as well 
as in the history directly of employer associations. Further, in the investiga- 
tion of violations of civil liberties in the Los Angeles, Calif., area, I participated 
in the preparation of a very considerable body of background material on the 
social and economic aspects of labor relations in that area. 

In addition to research in the general field of labor relations, I naturally 
acquired a rather thorough knowledge of trade unions, economic problems, 
labor and employer organizations and personnel. Further, it was necessary 
for me to familiarize myself with labor law and labor economics. 


8. OTHER EXPERIENCE 


In the course of employment in other Government agencies I have worked in 
the general field of economics and sociology. My employment by the House Com- 
mittee on Defense Migration gave me a certain familiarity with population 
problems, population movement, and with agricultural economics. My work with 
the President’s St. Lawrence Commission gave me a knowledge of the economics 
of electric power and inland water transportation. My employment with the 
national reserve project under the direction of the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
Department of Labor, gave me a knowledge of the technology of certain industries, 
notably textiles, boot and shoe, and office equipment. In this job, where I was 
senior research editor, it was my responsibility to edit the project’s final reports 
of the above-indicated industries. These reports were designed to determine the 
effect of technology on man-hour productivity and, as a consequence, it was neces- 
sary for me to acquire a rather extensive knowledge of the technology and 
economic organization of those industries. 

Prior to my employment with the Government I was employed by Thompson 
& Licktner, management engineers, of Boston, Mass. In this position I was an 
editor and responsible to the consulting engineers for the preparation of material 
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dealing with management problems in connection with certain industries. I have 
also been employed in the newspaper field as a reporter and in special writing, 
and as an assistant editor, both in thé magazine and book-publishing fields. Most 
of the period from 1931 to 1935 I spent as a free-lance writer, both in publication 
fields and in the field of public relations and publicity.

In connection with my writing experience, I wish to state that over the course 
the past 10 years I have been more or less continuously engaged in one form 
r am r of professional writing. VPrior to my Government employment, for a 
eriod about 3 years, [ devoted myself exclusively to the production of articles, 
tion, feature stories, and the like. J) uring this period, I published frequently, 
oth local papers, national magazines, and for specialized publications. Shortly 
ereafter, I gained experience in the writing of straight news stories and news 
eatures through my connection with the Boston Evening Transcript. Upon en- 


ri Government service, I was employed in a writing capacity, writing and 
iting a series of reports of a technical nature. My writing activities in the 
overnment have continued almost without interruption since then, During the 
urse of my Government employment, I have been called upon to write, almost 
on a deily basis, memoranda of a factual and analytical nature, prepare speeches 
r both agency officials and the Members of Congress, draft messages and similar 
apers for both agency use and, in my present position, for the use of the 
resident. 
My experience in the analysis of original material was gained, in most of the 
positions held by me. For example, during my employment by the national 
research project, which operated under the supervision of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, Department of Labor, and where I was senior editor, I was called upon 
assemble a vast body of technical information, master it, and finally translate 
it into lay terms. Again, during my employment with a subcommittee of the 
senate Committee on Education and Labor, and where I was a senior investigator, 
I gathered, analyzed, and correlated the raw material of the investigation and 
prepared digests, summaries and briefs based on a mass of evidentiary matter. 
[ may add that this work required a high degree of judgment and ‘an ability to 
weigh and correctly assay facts. 

\s indicated above, I have had considerable investigatory experience. My 
employment with the Senate committee, lasting for about 3 years, has given 
me a thorough knowledge of investigatory method and technique. Either singly 
or with the assistance of other members of the staff working under my direction, 
I was required to plan and execute certain phases of the committee’s investiga- 
tions, involving the interviewing of prospective witnesses and the preparation 
of critical memoranda thereof, the analysis and correlation of subpenaed and 
other documents, the preparation of progress memoranda, with recommendations 
for either the continuance or discontinuance of lines of inquiry, the prepara- 
tion of summaries of the evidence of cases after the investigatory phase of the 
inquiry closed and prior to the holding of public hearings.

My familiarity with the handling of news and news sources was gained initially 
through my journalistic work, later during my tenure in Government information 
posts. In the course of the latter, I not only had occasion to write a very 
considerable number of news releases, feature articles, and so forth, but also

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of necessity maintained close relations with the press in an effort to keep them 
informed regarding developments in the field in which I happened to be then 
working. Correspondingly, while serving in information posts, | have necessarily 
informed myself by the reading of both news and technical material concerning 
the matter upon which I was then engaged, this to aid me in anticipating news 
and other trends in those fields. 

In connection with the several other phases of my experience and qualifica- 
tions mentioned in the second paragraph, namely, an ability to assemble facts 
so as to indicate appropriate executive action, experience in the preparation 
of Government reports and memoranda, and a knowledge of research method, 
I need not, I think, particularly in the former two, elaborate. It is apparent 
from the paragraphs above that I have had considerable experience in such 
types of work. As for research, both in the Government and prior to that time 
the nature of my work required a good working knowledge of research resources 
and method. 

\ natural result of my writing, information and investigatory work has been 
an interest in the nature and substance of propaganda. As a consequence, I 
have done considerable independent reading and research in the field, with 
an especial interest in the so-called geopolitical school now prevalent in Germany. 
This interest has led me naturally to an examination of its application in Latin- 
American countries, and as a consequence I have acquired a fairly Comprehensive 
knowledge of the political, social, and economic structure of those countries. 
I refer the examiner to Dr. Enrique de Lazada, of the Office of the Coordinator 
of Inter-American Affairs, for his estimate of my knowledge and understanding 
of these matters. 

POSITION DESIRED 


As I understand it, the Reports Division of the Office of the Coordinator of 
Inter-American Affairs is engaged in the collection and analysis of information 
regarding certain matters in South America which require persons with technical 
and specialized knowledge. It is my understanding that the increased demands 
to be made upon this agency will make necessary the work for which I herewith 
apply—namely, that of performing certain specialized tasks under the immediate 
supervision of the Director of the Reports Division.

2. Secures from other departments of the Government, reports of a confidential 
nature, digests and analyzes these, utilizes the data as it applies in the supplying 
of information requested; in certain cases, recommending action in the light 
of information obtained. 


8. Assists in the planning and direction of lines of analysis and investigation 
and in the course of these duties maintains frequent communication with the field 
staff of the Coordinator. 

4. Carries on research in Government agencies other than the Coordinator's 
Office and correlates the results in the research files of the Coordinator’s Office.
